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and the nutant to pendulous capsule with a short, slender neck. It is a 
very variable species, and examination of many specimens from various 
parts of the world suggests that forms like the type of T. sinensis are not 
very rare. For example, the type material of Bryum tosanum Card. ( = B. 
..capillare ) is very similar to that of T. sinensis in such features as leaf 
shape, areolation and border (c/. Ochi, 1954). The type specimen of T. 
sinensis may have been collected from a dry, sunny, open site. 

It thus appears necessary to record the following new specific synonymy : 
Bryum capillare Hedw., Spec. Muse. 182 (1801).
